SERVITUDE OR INVOLUNTARY 
SERVITUDE 


There hav e been some great conflicts in 
amending the Constitution and some great 
presidents used methods 
that 
might 
bo 
called using unfair methods to put 
the 
j change of law- through. 
\Yhon Lincoln was President, he wanted 
to pass the Thirteenth Amendment which 
was as follows: 
Neither slav ery nor in- 
i v oluntary serv itude, except as a punishment 
for crime whereof the party shall hav e been 
duly conv icted, shall exist within the United 
States, or any place subject to their juris­ 
diction. 
Congress shall hav e power to enforce this 
article by appropriate legislation. 
We can all now see plainly that there 
should not be slav ery in the country and 
that any method Lincoln needed to use to 
put it ov er was justified. 
Henry W. Lawrence, professor of history 
and political science at Connecticut College, 
recently wrote a summary of the way Abra­ 
ham Lincoln got the 13th amendment into 
the Constitution. 
Lincoln started it through during the Civ il 
War. 
There were at that time 35 states 
j 
in the American 
Union, 
including those 
which were then enrolled in the Southern 
Confederacy. 
Approv al of 27 st at es 
was 
necessary if the amendment were to be 
approv ed. 
How* did Lincoln accomplish his end? By 
laying aside all his rev erence for the sacred 
document, taking off his glov es, and play­ 
ing the ancient game of politics for all it 
was w’orth. 
The simple fact was that there ware not, 
at that moment, 27 states which could be 
counted on to approv e the amendment. So 
the military gov ernors of those seceding 
states w'hich had been occupied by federal 
armies were put to work. 
They applied I 
pressure at the points of their soldiers’ 
bayonets, and from these still unrecon­ 
structed states came the ratifications Lin­ 
coln needed. 
Lincoln had another trick in his wallet, j 
He had the territory of Nev ada admitted 
i 
as a state so that it could v ote for ratifica­ 
tion. Nev ada had an absurdly small popula­ 
tion. and getting Congress to approv e its 
admission was a tough job— so tough that 
Lincoln needed ev ery v ote he could get, 
finally authorized the assistant secretary of 
war, Charles A. Dana, to go to three Demo­ 
cratic congressmen and promise them any­ 
thing they wanted if they would v ote for the 
measure. 
As Professor Lawrence points out, this 
stratagem worked. 
The three 
men named rhe appoimments tuey wanted, 
Lincoln okayed them— and Nev ada was ad-j 
mitted to
